The 
Chinese troops In Formosa are asid to be 
armed with quick-firing rifles and field- 
pleces, but ft is well-known that they are 
very little acquainted with milltary 
tactics, whilst the Japanese are thoroughly 
drilled and‘ ‘well acquainted with the 
tactics of modern warfare. We there- 
fore prophesy that when once the 
Japanese land it. will not be. more 
than three months before they are In. full 
possession of the whole island of Formosa, 
and when once in possession of that fertile 
Island there is litle doubt but they will 
hold ft. The tsland has never been 
properly surveyed, but it is said tocontain 
& vast amount of mineral wealth, besides 
coal and petroleum, and In. the hands of 
the Japanese will prove, no doubt, a source 
of wealth to the Dal Nippon.

FORMOSA AND THE JAPANESE, 
paar eer 


Now that the Japanese - have taken the 
Pescadores they are in possession of a 
splendid !and-locked harbour-and islands 
that will be extremely useful to them 
during their attack on Formosa, On these 
islands they will be able to store thelr 
coals, provisions’ and ammunition, and 
Makung will also make an _ excellent 
harbour of refuge, to which the fleet 
can rua during the typhoon season. 
There is water enough in Makung 
harbour to allow the largest man-of-war 
afloat toenter, There does not seem to be | 
the least doubt that Japan Intends to take 
this “Beautiful Island," for such {s 
the name Formosa is known by. The 
last time Japanese landed in Formosn was 
In 1873, when they sent an expedition to 
Punish the netives of the southern end of 
the Island. for murdering the crew of « 
Japanese fink that was’ wrecked thera, 
- China having acknowledged her inabillty 
to do so.. But in what part of the Island 
of Formosa the Japanese intend to land 
thit time is doubttul, as Japan Ia wise 
endugh to keep such ‘matters to her- 
self until she is ready to strike 8 blow. 
' We'have not the least doubt of her success, 
for she will not-gq the same way to work 
as the French did under ‘Admiral Covaser, 
‘When Japan attacks Formosa sho will go 
there with a good fleet, and a number of 
transporte with at least 20,000 or 30,000 
well equipped troops. She will work on 
ant-organifed plan, and she will net be,
